AN ‘energetic’ campaign in 
Barry to prevent the Biomass 
UK No 2 Ltd plant from 
getting a licence received a 
boost at a rally held in King 
Square on Saturday, August 
19. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt told the 
assembled crowd that Natural 
Resources Wales had agreed to extend 
a consultation deadline for the public 
by two weeks to Sunday, September 
10 . 

The original deadline was Tuesday, 
August 29. 

Ms Hutt said: “It is very important 
that we recognise that the people of 
Barry are standing up for our 
community, for all our generations, for 
our children, our young people, our 
older people.” 

She paid tribute to the Docks 
Incinerator Action Group (DIAG) for 
“the way you have brought people 
together”. 


She said there had been some very 
constructive meetings held involving a 
DIAG liaison group and Natural 
Resources Wales. She added: “We 
must stick together and use our heads, 
as well as our hearts.” 

As part of its bid to get an 
environmental permit, Biomass has 
responded to questions about the 
project raised by Natural Resources 
Wales with a lengthy and technical 
document. The Vale AM stressed that it 
was important local people made their 
views known on the Biomass 
submission. 

Following, Ms Hutt’s speech, the 
chairman of DIAG, Alexis Liasatos 
said: “That really was great news. We 
were very worried about the short time 
we had to respond to the massive 
1,044-page document from Biomass. 

“These extra two weeks will give 
our technical experts a much better 
chance to pore over the detail and, 
hopefully, find additional flaws to the 
ones we have already spotted.”

Vale Council praises 
‘outstanding’ results 
for A-Level pupils 


SIXTH-form pupils across the 
Vale had the anxious wait for 
their A-Level results finally 
come to an end, with pupils 
outperforming the Welsh 
average. 

“Most notably,” said a council 
spokesperson, “this year’s results 
saw an increase in the number of 
‘outstanding’ pupils, with 28.1 
per cent of Vale WJEC A-Level 


students achieving the highest 
possible A* and A grades - a 
figure almost five per cent above 
the Welsh average.” 

Overall, it was reported that 
97.9 per cent of the Vale’s pupils 
achieved grades A*- E, compared 
to a Welsh average of 97.7 per 
cent.

T WO years 
ago, my wife 
and I were on 
a platform at 
Cardiff Central and 
as a train pulled 
away, we were 
engulfed in diesel 
fumes. 

It was very unpleasant 
and we were not 
pleased. I reminded my 
wife that a new era of 
pollution-free electric 
trains were on the 
horizon for Cardiff, 
Swansea and the Valleys. 

Now following recent 
UK Government 
announcements, it’s 
‘back to the future.’ It 
seems that ‘dirty diesel’ 
will remain with us. 
What a let down! 

Bi-Mode is the ‘in’ 
word; dual-powered 
electric motor and a 
diesel engine, plus a fuel 
tank, as fast as an 
electric only powered 
train. 

My fears for 
electrification were 
raised last autumn when 
the UK Rail Minister 
announced that 
electrification would not 
be extended into Bristol, 
Temple Meads, but 
electrification will reach 
Blackpool north, the 
constituency of the Rail 
Minister! 

Now Chris Grayling, 
the UK Transport 
Minister, has informed 
us that the 
Cardiff/Swansea 
electrification has been 
scrapped, saying: “It’s 
costly and disruptive.” 


Chris Elmore MP was 
right when he said that 
this is a betrayal - 
particularly when a few 
days later, Chris 
Grayling announced that 
approval will be given 
for Cross Rail 2, total 
cost of £30 billion. 

There are other 
projects for south- east 
England - HS2, £50 
billion - and Waterloo 
being remodelled with 
new trains and extended 
platforms. 

Chris Elmore pointed 
out that firm promises 
were given for south 
Wales, but Mr Grayling 
had other plans for his 
own back yard. 

So why has there been 
so much contradiction 
and deception from the 
UK Government? 

Then there are the 
delays to the 
electrification project. 

Brunei constructed his 
railway with men who 
had nothing but shovels, 
wheelbarrows and their 
bare hands. Network 
Rail cannot even string a 
few wires together! 

For too long the west 
of England and south 
Wales have received ‘fag 
ends’ in rail investment. 

Another £2 billion is 
nothing to the public 
purse. We need the 
electrification for south 
Wales now... and not just 
to Cardiff. 

In the meantime, I 
shall stand on the 
platform of my local 
station wearing a 
protective mask!

‘Flawed science behind

1 AM a resident of Barry and I suffer 
from a chronic nasal, throat and chest 
condition that is not life-threatening, 
but can be very unpleasant.

If the Biomass incinerator is given a licence to 
operate and I experience a worsening of my health 
condition, and I can prove the increased pollution 
levels are responsible, I intend to seek damages 
from local, national government, and other agencies 
involved in the decision-making process. 

I would encourage anyone who lives in the Barry 
area with similar health issues to do the same. 

Barry is already a pollution hotspot known to the 
authorities, yet the incinerator is close to people’s 
homes. 

Planning guidelines state that existing pollution 
levels should have been taken into consideration. 

The current pollution levels are well known and 
have been recorded, so it should not be too difficult 
to record pollution levels if the incinerator starts 
operating. 

I have been informed by DIAG that the 
incinerator has increased its capacity from 60,000

They say “reacting 
waste wood at a high 
temperature without 
burning”... Untrue. The 
waste wood is reacted 
with air, burning 
partially with release of 
gas. 

They say this is 
synthetic gas similar to 
natural gas... Untrue. 

The gases are mainly 
carbon monoxide (toxic) 
and hydrogen at very 


high temperature - 
highly flammable if they 
leak out and highly 
explosive if mixed with 
air. 

High temperature 
furnaces with explosive 
gases would normally be 
separated by a buffer 
zone from homes and 
other businesses. Why 
not also for this novel 
type of incinerator? 

Why should the NRW 
be even considering 
giving a licence to one 
that’s bang next to small 
businesses and within 
range of many homes? 

Tell them of the half- 
empty chemical 
complex, as the Vale 
Council should have 
done.

Man jailed 
for attack on 
two women 


Police search 
for vehicle 
following 
Barry crash 


A BARRY man who 
attacked two women, 
one his former 
partner, and 

committed other 
offences, has been 
jailed for 23 months at 
Cardiff Crown Court, 
writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Judge Stephen 

Hopkins QC branded 27- 
year-old Nathan 

Pearceson: “A thug and a 
bully.” 

He told him: “You are 
someone who beats up 
women and you ought to 
be ashamed of yourself.” 

Pearceson, of Tyr 
Gyfraich, had admitted 
assaulting Clare Barrett 
and Janet Lloyd, plus 
offences of witness 
intimidation and 

possessing a bladed item. 


Prosecutor Laurence 
Jones said the defendant 
had a relationship for 
some years with Ms 
Barrett and she left their 
property. 

On June 8, he had an 
argument with her, and 
without any provocation, 
punched her to the head 
and threw toys, milk and 
hot food at her. 

He then obtained a 
knife and cut her 
telephone landline. She 
described herself as 
“petrified”. 

Later, when on bail, he 
went to her flat and 
kicked the front door 
several times. 

“He was angry and out 
of control,” said Mr 
Jones. 

Soon after, he grabbed 
Ms Lloyd by the throat,

something she could not 
believe had happened to 
her. 

Mr Jones said he was 
waving a steak knife, 
began crying, and ran off. 
When arrested, he denied 
most of the matters. 

His solicitor, Adam 
Sharp, said Pearceson 
believed a reconciliation 
with Ms Barrett was on 
the cards and outside the 
flat he had shouted: “I 
love you.” 

It was, said Mr Sharp, 
a disturbing, distressing 
incident. 

Until recently, he had 
a stable existence, 
working as a mobile 
phone technician, but he 
acknowledged he had 
struggled to control his 
emotions and behaviour. 

Some time ago, Mr 
Sharp said, he had been 
involved in a car 
accident, in which a 
friend had died and this 
had resulted in Pearceson 
turning to drugs and 
alcohol. 

He pointed out that he 
had been in custody for 
53 days. 

The judge said 
Pearceson had gone to 
the flat to intimidate Ms 
Barrett and he made an 
indefinite restraining 
order preventing him 
having any contact with 
her.

Vale A-Level ‘delight’

Barry Comprehensive 
School saw what was 
described as a 
“significant 
improvement” in its 
pupils’ success in 
achieving the highest 
grades. Some 22 per cent 
of pupils achieved A*or 
A grades, up from a mere 
seven per cent in 2016. 

It was reported that 77 
per cent of pupils at the 
school achieved A* - C 
grades, a “significant 
increase” on last year’s 
total of 53 per cent. 
Overall 99 per cent of 
pupils at the school 
achieved A* - E grades. 

Pupils at Stanwell 
Comprehensive, 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive and 
Ysgol Bro Morgannwg 
recorded 35 per cent, 32 
per cent and 28 per cent 
of grades at A* - A 
respectively. 

At AS-Level, the Vale 
maintained its overall 
performance from last 


year by matching the A - 
E pass rate of 89.7 per 
cent, while increasing 
the number of A grades 
from 21 per cent to 21.7 
per cent. 

At this level, the 
county’s “outstanding 
performer” was 

Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, 
which saw more than a 
third of learners achieve 
A grades, an increase of 
eight per cent from last 
year, and 74 per cent of 


pupils achieved A - C 
grades. 

The spokesperson 
said: “The greatest 

improvement seen was at 
Barry Comprehensive 
School, where 36 per 
cent of pupils received A 
- C grades; also an eight 
per cent increase from 
2016; and 85 per cent of 
all pupils achieved A - E 
grades - up by 22 per 
cent from last summer.”

BEFORE 
meet 
commenced, the 
members stood for a 
minute’s silence in 
memory of David 
Southall, who died 
recently at the age 
of 95. 

David was a long-term 
member and a much¬ 
loved past headmaster of 
St Andrews School. 

On Tuesday, August 
15, Helen Charles 
recounted to the 
members the sinking in 
1942 of the troop ship 
Laconia and of her 
survival therefrom as a 
five-month-old baby. 

The ship, formerly a 
cruise liner, had been 
requisitioned as a World 
War Two troopship and 
had sailed from Cape 
Town en route to the UK. 

On board were 3,000 
passengers, of whom 
1,800 were Italian 
prisoners of war. Among 
the passengers were 
Helen’s parents, 

returning from service 
overseas. 

Captain Sharp, who 
was in command, was 
worried that the black 
smoke from the funnel 
would provide a visible 
target for German 
submarines patrolling the 
south Atlantic, and also, 
by the knowledge that 
the number of life-boats 
would be insufficient in 


case of emergency. 

The ship was hit by 
two torpedoes at 8pm as 
passengers were 

preparing for a dance. To 
reduce the risk of 
detection, the Laconia 
was banned from sending 
radio messages, but 
before Captain Sharp 
ordered “abandon ship”, 
he sent out an emergency 
SSS signal (sunk by 
submarine) that the ship 
was sinking. 

The passengers were 
fortunate that the 
submarine was 

commanded by 

Korvettenkapitan Werner 
Hartenstein, who, despite 
Hitler’s orders, always 
did all that he could to 
help survivors of ships he 
torpedoed, often at the 
risk of exposing himself 
and his crew to attack by 
enemy planes. 

All passengers had 
rehearsed lifeboat drill, 
but the boat allocated to 
Helen’s parents had been 
destroyed in the 

explosion. The struggle 
to find an alternative was 
hampered by the 

increasing tilt of the ship 
as it began to sin,k but 
they were all eventually 
put into a boat. 

Helen’s father 

remembered grabbing a 
pack of nappies, her 
mother grabbed her 
knitting. The lifeboat 
held 80, with nine others 
hanging on to the sides 
begging to be hauled in. 


An RAF officer on board 
shot them all to avoid the 
boat being over-loaded. 

It took two days 
before help began to 
arrive, but Admiral 
Donitz of the Kriegs- 
marine, ordered that no 
attempts were to be made 
to kill people in the water 
or in the boats, 
remembered now as ‘The 
Laconia Order’. 

They were, however, 
attacked by an American 
bomber, who mistook the 
situation and destroyed 
two boats and the people 
in them. 

Some survivors were 
taken on board 
Hartenstein’s submarine 
to be fed and clothed and 
put onto other German 
submarines as they 
arrived. 

Other nations also sent 
help, but no help came 
from Britain, who 
thought the report of the 
attack was a hoax. 

One young officer on 
the submarine placed a 
water-proof sheet on his 
bunk so that Helen 
wouldn’t wet his 
mattress. 

Approximately 2,000 
persons died, including 
Captain Sharp, many of 
them Italian POWs who 
had been confined in the

holds. Helen and her 
family were eventually 
rescued and taken at first 
to Casablanca and then to 
a POW camp in 
Morocco, arriving home 
in south Wales during 
December 1942. 

Sadly, Werner 

Hartenstein and his entire 
crew were later lost, but 
his humanity was not 
forgotten. 

Some survivors, 
including Helen, travel to 
Germany on a regular 
basis to meet his family 
and talk to schools about 
the need for international 
friendship. 

The vote of thanks was 
given by Arthur Coxon.

All Saints 
Church roof 
fund receives 
a £20k boost 


All Saints’ Church 
in Barry has 
received a £20,000 
National Churches 
Trust (NCT) 

Repair grant to 
help fund urgent 
roof repairs. 

The church currently 
suffers from a roof that 
not only lets water in 
when it rains, but also 
consists of roof tiles that 
constantly appear to be 
falling off. 

The grant means that 
All Saints’ will be 
transformed into a 
structurally sound and 
watertight building able 
to show its heritage to 
its full potential, as well 
as becoming a ‘fit for 
purpose’, fully 
functioning community 
building again. 

Welcoming the grant, 
the Rector, Rev Ben 
Andrews, said: “We are 
delighted to receive this 
grant, which is a huge 
help in this important 
project. It will be 
wonderful to have a 
long-awaited new roof 
on All Saints’ Barry, 
which will then allow 
the building to be fully 
engaging with the 
community.” 

Paul Donovan, chair 
of the roof restoration 
project, added: “We are 
most grateful to the 
National Churches Trust 


(NCT) for its generous 
grant which is 
supporting us towards 
our target of £230,000. 
With this additional 
grant we will be able to 
start work on the roof 
next month, due for 
completion in December 
2017. This means that 
for most of the winter 
season we will be warm 
and dry and we will be 
able to concentrate our 
efforts on serving the 
community of Barry and 
beyond.” 

All Saints’ Church 
was built to meet the 
needs of the increase in 
population, following 
the construction of the 
Barry Docks. The 
foundation stone was 
laid on February 8, 

1907. The 74-foot tower 
has 135 steps. A clock 
and peal of bells, 
weighing in at 3.4 tons, 
were installed in 1946 
as a war memorial and 
thanksgiving for peace. 

Huw Edwards, 
broadcaster and 
journalist and vice- 
president of the NCT, 
said: “I’m delighted that 
All Saints’ Church in 
Barry is to be saved for 
the future with the help 
of a £20,000 National 
Churches Trust Repair 
Grant. This will ensure 
that the church remains 
open and a key 
community resource for 
local people.” 


A LOCAL family 
remembers one of 
Penorth’s fallen of 
World War One, who 
died 100 years ago 
during the battle of 
Passchendaele. 

Herbert Albert Barrett, 
known as Albert Barrett, 
was bom in Penarth in 
1892, the son of Thomas 
(a blacksmith) and 
Rosina Barrett of 5 Ivy 
Street. 

In 1901 the family 
lived at 6 Paget Terrace; 
after being widowed in 
1911, Rosina Barrett 
moved her family to live 
at 9 Maughan Terrace. 

Albert was a grocer’s 
assistant and was 
baptised at All Saints 
church (November 30, 
1892). He was one of 
eight siblings, brother of 
Thomas, Winnifred, 
Alfred, Grace, Jack, 
Rachel and Jean. 

He attended the 
National School in 
Penarth (now known as 
St Cyres). 

He originally served 
as a private in the Welsh 
Regiment (service 
number 49466) before 
being posted to the 
Machine Gun Corps 
(Infantry), known as the 
‘Suicide Club’, service 
number 102035. 

Albert was killed on 
August 23, 1917 aged 24 
and is buried in LH 14 
Tyne Cot Cemetery, 
Belgium. He saw action 
at the battles for Pilckem 
Ridge and Langemark 
during the battle of

sister, Rachel, who 
married Billy Wilson and 
lived in 46 Arcot Street. 

His brother, Thomas 
Barrett, served as a 
soldier and is believed to 
have been lost in France. 
Jack also served as a 
soldier and although 
injured in battle, 
survived. 

This article was 
supplied to The GEM by 
Ruth Brennan (nee 
Wilson), who added the 
following detail: 

“Herbert Albert Barrett 
was included on the 
Cenotaph in Alexandra 
Gardens, Penarth, but 
unfortunately his name 
was misspelt as Bartlett. 

“However after many 
conversations with 
various bodies, we were 
finally able to have his 
name re-engraved 
correctly. ” 

She added: “Thanks to 
Dr Jonathan Hicks, head 
of St Cyres School for 
the only photo of Albert 
that the present family 
have seen, as all previous 
photos were accidentally 
destroyed.”

Barry park claims to 
have biggest ‘outdoor 
active zone’ in Britain 


GLADSTONE Gardens now boasts the 
biggest ‘outdoor active zone’ in Britain 
after major refurbishment work carried 
out by the Vale Council. 

The park in Buttrills Road is the latest to be 
revamped as part of a widespread park improvement 
project across the county. 

In February, an outdoor gym was opened, the 
largest in the country, offering both adults and 
children the chance to try fitness programmes 
available. 

This refurbishment is part of a major investment 
in park facilities across the Vale, with other sites in 
Barry and spaces in Penarth also receiving a 
makeover. 

Members of Barry Youth Action (BYA) ran 
sessions with students in two local schools, Ysgol 


Sant Curig and Gladstone Primary School, along 
with members of the Youth Service and staff from 
the council 

BYA member Eleri Borges, aged 16, said: 
“Improving Gladstone Gardens was one of the first 
issues that we brought up as a group. We wrote to the 
Vale Council who said they had funding to help us. 

“We held our own consultation in schools, as a lot 
of them are close enough and use the park a lot in the 
summer. We wanted to ask them what they wanted to 
see in the park, and now the place is always busy.” 

In September, works commence on the final stage 
of upgrading both the lower and the upper gardens. 

The work, expected to take 12 weeks, includes 
upgrading the footpaths, trees, planting spring bulbs, 
cleaning the pond and building new seating areas. 

Parts of the park will be closed and pedestrians 
will be redirected during the works.

to have been moved by 
the truly memorable 
scenes from the Menin 
Gate and Tyne Cot, 
attended by Prince 
Charles, the Duke and 
Duchess of 
Cambridge, Prime 
Minister Theresa May, 
the King and Queen of 
the Belgians, and so 
many others. 

Passchendaele, fought 
between June and 
November 1917, is 
chiefly remembered for 
the horrendous mud and 
the half million 
casualties, all for an 
exchange of just five 
miles of territory. 

Coming just a year 
after the Battle of the 
Somme, it marked the 
end of the boyish 
enthusiasm of the young 
volunteer army recruited 
by Lord Kitchener, and 
the realisation of the 
truly brutal nature of 
modern industrialised 
warfare. 

Among those who 
fought at Passchendaele 
were a handful of men 
from Dinas Powys, and 
four who lost their lives 
and who are now 
remembered on the 
Memorial on the Twyn. 

George Mervyn 
Stothert lived at 
Rosebank in what was 
then Old Mill Road, 
Dinas Powys, and was 
the son of a prominent 
coal and shipping 


merchant who had died 
when he was nine years 
old. 

He attended Monkton 
House School and was 
commissioned as a 
young first lieutenant in 
the Welch Regiment. 
Though only 20, he was 
battle-hardened by the 
time that Passchendaele 
was fought. 

While leading a patrol 
at Boesinghe on the 
northern outskirts of 
Ypres, he was wounded 
by a shell and later died 
at the local casualty 
clearing station. 

On his grave at the 
Mendingham Military 
Cemetery are inscribed 
the words Post Nubes 
Lux (after clouds, light). 

Henry George Trott 
lived with his widowed 
mother at 2 Castlewood 
Cottages, Dinas Powys. 
He was a wheelwright 
by trade. 

When war broke out 
,he joined the Royal 
Army Medical Corps, 
but was later 
commissioned as a 
second lieutenant in the 
Welch Regiment. His 
two brothers also 
volunteered and, 
fortunately, survived the 
war. 

But Henry lost his life 
on August 16, 1917, the 
first day of the Battle of 
Langemarck, which was 
part of the 

Passchendaele offensive. 
He is buried at the 
Dozinghem Military 
Cemetery. 

John Gregory 
Morgan was born in 
Caerphilly. His parents 
later moved to the Cwm 
in Millbrook Road, 


Dinas Powys, but John 
remained with his 
widowed grandmother, 
assisting in the family 
butcher shop. 

By 1916, the number 
of new volunteers for 
military service was 
dwindling and 
conscription was 
introduced. 

John was conscripted 
into the Royal Army 
Service Corps, but later 
joined the Lancashire 
Fusiliers. He fought his 
way through the Battles 
of Menin Road and 
Pilckem Ridge, but 
finally succumbed, aged 
28, just after the Belgian 
village of Passchendaele 
was captured by 
Canadian forces. 

His remains were 
never identified, and his 
name is one of 35,000 
others inscribed at the 
Tyne Cot memorial. 

Edward John Miles 
had a more humble 
beginning. His single 
mother had died when 
he was an infant, and he 
and his sister lived in an

institution, before being 
taken in by his uncle and 
aunt, who lived in 
Eastbrook, later moving 
to Llanbleithan. Their 
son, David Miles was 
the first and also the 
youngest soldier from 
Dinas Powys to have 
died in the war, at 
Aubers Ridge in 1915. 

Edward left home at 
15 to become an 
apprentice bricklayer. In 
1914, aged 18, he was 
among the many 
youngsters who 
volunteered. 

He fought and 
survived for three long 
years, but died on 
December 31, 1917, 
from wounds sustained 
at Passchendaele. He, 
too, is buried at 
Dozinghem. 

And so we remember 
Passchendaele, and the 
stoic heroism of the 
many, among whom 
there were several brave 
young men from our own 
locality whose memory 
we honour.

Campaigner’s call 
for public to 
support ‘council- 
tax charities’ 


A humanitarian 
campaigner is 
determined to help 
communities in 
developing 
countries - by 
ensuring people can 
make voluntary 
donations to 

support causes via 
their council tax. 

Over a number of 
years, Godfrey Knight 
has held a number of 
events in Barry to raise 
funds for the people of 
Haiti. The country 
suffered an earthquake in 
2010 leaving an 
estimated 168,000 
people dead. 

Mr Knight wants to 
see councils being given 
the powers to collect 
money to pass on to 
charities, and he has had 
initial meetings with a 
number of prominent 
politicians to explain 
how it would work. 

It may require 
legislation, but he thinks 
that if the will is there, it 
can be achieved. 

He said: “The idea is 
that people, if they wish, 
would be able to make a 
voluntary donation to a 
particular cause 

alongside their council 
tax payment. 

“Members of the 
public would be able to 
nominate causes and 
councillors could then 
debate which ones would 
be on the council forms 
for the following year.” 

People would then be 
able to tick a box and 
state an amount. 

Mr Knight said: “I 
understand that some 
people may not be able to 
afford to make a 
payment, but others 
would.” 

Mr Knight’s 

individual concern is that 
there are huge numbers 
of children in the Third

World who are not 
receiving the same 
medical support as those 
in more developed 
countries. He believes an 
extra stream of finance 
collected via council tax 
would speed up projects. 

“Millions has been 
invested in the 
development of drugs 
and they are waiting to be 
used.” 

He points out that the 
vaccine to protect 
children from rotavirus 
costs £2, and it costs 15p 
to protect children from 
measles. 

Mr Knight says the co¬ 
founder of Microsoft, 
Bill Gates, is an 
inspiration in this area. 
The Bill and Melinda 
Gates Foundation has 
invested billions of 
dollars into vaccine 
initiatives. 

According to the 
foundation - “One in five 
children worldwide are 
not fully protected with 
even the most basic 
vaccines. 

“As a result, an 
estimated 1.5 million 
children die each year - 
one every 20 seconds - 
from vaccine- 

preventable diseases 
such as diarrhoea and 
pneumonia.” 

Godfrey wants to form 
a committee of like- 
minded people to 
campaign for charitable 
donations via council tax.

tall ship Challenge Wales is heading home to Cardiff 


CHALLENGE WALES is 
set to return to Cardiff - 
following her biggest 
summer adventure yet - 
after sailing over 4,000 
miles, crewed mainly by 
young volunteers - and 
having represented the UK 
and Wales in one of the 
largest youth and cultural 
events in Europe. 

After being away from Cardiff 
for almost 80 days, Wales’ Tall 
Ship will return to her home port 
on August 25, just in time to be a 
feature boat at the Cardiff Harbour 
Festival on August Bank Holiday 
weekend.

She motored through three 
canals, welcomed 10 different 
nationalities onboard, and 
encountered wind speeds from a 
frustrating 0 knots to an 
exhilarating 42 knots.

young people onboard with 
voyages ranging from eight to 14 
days. The Challenge Wales 
volunteer crew donated over 
9,000 hours of their time to sail 
the ship, and mentor the young 
people, on this epic adventure. 

Challenge Wales was taking 
part in the 2017 Tall Ships Races 
series in the Baltic which brought 
together a fleet of no fewer than 
105 vessels, representing 20 
countries and collectively had 
over 7,000 crew with each vessel 
being crewed by young people 
(under the age of 26). 

The largest tall ship measured 
over 122 metres (length), and end- 
to-end, the vessels stretched 
almost two miles, with over 2.5 
million people visiting the event 
to make it Europe’s largest ‘free 
family festival’. 

Tall Ships Race 2017 director, 
Mike Bowles, said: “The Tall 
Ships Races provide a unique 
opportunity for young people to 
go to sea to learn about 
themselves and others while 
developing skills that will stay 
with them for life - a proven life¬ 
changing experience.

Matchmaking in the bee 
world: how to get a lost 
swarm back with a queen 


WELL, I have had some 
honey and I might yet get 
a little more. I do, 
however, make sure that it 
is the bees that keep the 
major share. 

As ever it is the weather that 
dominates and provides the 
control factor in the beekeeping 
world. Unsettled is the best 
description for it but the colonies 
are very active when things are 
suitable. 

One of the colonies is still in a 
nuc-box (a small version of a 
hive), it is the remnants of a 
colony that was removed with 
great difficulty from between the 
joists of a flat garage roof. 

Transferring the comb and 
bees to a hive box went well 
enough but of course it did upset 
the colony a great deal. 

In fact on returning the next 
day all of the bees were 
discovered on the ground just 
below the flat roof, a lot of them 
were busy cleaning out the 
remaining honey from between 
the roof joists so we left them at 
it. 

Getting the floor bees into 
another nuc-box went well 
enough, they were only too 

V 


happy to oblige and so we left 
them to it. 

On returning the next day 
(towards evening) the bees had 
vacated the nuc-box and could be 
seen on the ground nearby. Did 
they have a queen? Impossible to 
tell, but not very likely. 

Once again they were eager to 
enter an offered nuc-box, only 
this time I waited until they were 
all in and then closed it up and it 
now resides at Fonmon Apiary 
where I am feeding it and 
boosting the numbers with 
frames of sealed brood (bees 
waiting to emerge) taken from 
one of the very active colonies. 

So far they are holding on, but 
there is no sign of a queen in 
residence. The obvious and best 
solution is to unite them with one 
of the other colonies that does 
have a queen, and this will at 
least secure their survival. 

How will I unite them? Well, it 
will take place of an evening; the 
chosen colony will have the roof 
removed and the cover board 
lifted off. 

This will expose the frames 
and bees; next, a sheet of 
newspaper will be spread over 
the exposed frames and bees and 
another section of a hive will be 


added. Several small holes will 
be made in the paper cover then 
the frames from the smaller 
colony will be transferred to this 
added box. 

Being a smaller colony they 
won’t have enough frames to fill 
the box so I will fill up the space 
with a purpose-made blanking 
frame. 

On will go the cover board 
plus the roof, and over a couple 
of days the bees above and below 
the paper insert will chew 
through it and it is the norm for 
both lots of bees to accept one 
another and it seldom fails to 
work. 

Preparation for winter is going 
to be the next major change in the 
apiary; the colonies will take the 
first step when the time is right 
and the beekeeper will observe 
the ladies casting out the drones 
(males) who will not be required 
because there will be no 
swarming - hence no new queens 
to be mated. 

Will the winter be cold enough 
to shut the bees down? Warmer 
winters will see the colonies still 
very active; climate change is a 
noticeable factor in the 
beekeeping world.

WRU comes to Barry to 
raise cash for Ty Hafan 



THE Welsh Rugby Union 
has raised thousands of 
pounds for Ty Hafan with 
an Apprentice-style 

‘Charity Shop Challenge’ 
at four stores in south 
Wales last week. 

Thirty-five employees teamed 
up to run Ty Hafan’s charity shops 
in Barry, Bridgend, Caerphilly and 
Cardiff on August 10, raising a 
total of £9,428 for the family 
hospice. 

In Barry, the team raised £2,249 
selling merchandise donated by 
the WRU shop and interacted with 
children and families with singing 
and dancing on the high street. 

Led by former Wales and 
Ospreys captain, three times grand 
slam winner and WRU head of 


participation Ryan Jones, it was 
the Caerphilly team who were 
crowned ‘Charity Shop 
Challenge’ champions raising 
£3,211 with activities including a 
guest appearance from Welsh 
referee Nigel Owens. 

Bridgend raised £2,440 with the 
help of British & Irish Lions 
scrum-half Rhys Webb, who took 
part in a unique mascot race 
through the town, while the 
Cardiff-based team at the Albany 
Road shop made £1,528 in total. 

Rhodri Lewis, head of legal 
affairs at the WRU Group, said: 
“We are extremely proud of the 
effort of all teams who took part in 
the 2017 Charity Shop Challenge, 
which has raised more than £9,000 
for Ty Hafan. This was corporate 
team building at its best and 


something we’d definitely look to 
do again in the future.” 

Matt Bolger, trading general 
manager at Ty Hafan, said: “The 
fundraising efforts have a massive 
impact on the services and support 
we can provide for life-limited 
Welsh children and their families. 
I’d like to thank the WRU on 
behalf of Ty Hafan for everything 
you and your teams have done.”

Henry VI would go 
on to enoble them as 
Edmund, Earl of 
Richmond and Jasper, 
Earl of Pembroke, but 
upon Catherine’s death, 
Owen was imprisoned. 

Escaping twice, Owen 
was thrown into the 
beginnings of the Wars 
of the Roses with his 
two sons. Edmund died 
in Wales and Jasper 
became the only lord 
who fought throughout 
the civil wars until his 
nephew, Edmund’s son 
Henry Tudor, was 
established on the 
English throne as Henry 

VII. 

When Jasper led the 
Lancastrian forces at 
Mortimer’s Cross in 
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ictoria Inn

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The Dark Tower crumbles apart... 


S TEPHEN 
KING is one 
of the great 
modern writers of 
our time, so it’s 
unsurprising that 
so many of his 
stories have been 
adapted for the 
world of film. 

From the sociological 
horror of The Mist to the 
empowering The 
Shawshank Redemption ; 
from the ice-cold chills 
of The Shining to the 
gritty teen realism of 
Stand By Me - King’s 
works have fit the big 
screen like a glove. 

With It due for 
release next month, the 
latest King adaptation is 
The Dark Tower , which 
sees young Jake (Tom 
Taylor) experiencing 
visions of other worlds. 

When Jake finds 
himself dragged into 
one of these worlds, he 
meet Roland (Idris 
Elba), The Last 
Gunslinger, who is 
locked in an eternal 
battle with Walter 
(Matthew 

McConaughey), also 
known as The Man in 
Black. 

The Gunslinger’s task 
is to prevent the Man in 
Black from toppling the 
Dark Tower, which 
holds the universe 
together, so Jake finds 
himself helping Roland 


in a battle to stop the 
monsters from outside 
of our universe claiming 
earth, and the various 
other worlds, for 
themselves... 

The Dark Tower has 
had a long and tortuous 
road to the big screen, 
taking on and losing 
directors and cast 
members; such a stilted 
build up to the 
adaptation of one of 
King’s most prestigious 
stories doesn’t bode well 
for the end product, yet 
the response thus far to 
the film has seen it 
attacked and vehemently 
criticised. 

Is it that bad? No it 
certainly isn’t, but then 
neither is it particularly 
impressive either, a film 
existing in the ether of 
mediocre; not trashy or 
dumb enough to dislike 
but not deep and smart 
enough to truly triumph, 
it straddles the spectrum 
without ever truly being 
one or the other. 

It has a good cast, a 
story that, not being a 
King fan personally, has 
seen people long 
campaign to be adapted 
for live-action, and an 
inexperienced director 
in Nikolaj Arcel whose 
strengths lie in 
screenwriting (The Girl 
With The Dragon Tattoo 
among his CV). 

Yet the cast is wasted 
by the machinations of 
the script, where every 


line is heavy with 
exposition and plot, yet 
never digs below the 
surface of the 
characters, the story ill- 
served by such a rushed 
approach. (It’s a rare 
critique these days that a 
film needs to be longer, 
but the 95-minute run 
time is at least 20 
minutes too short); and 
despite some neat little 
touches, Arcel’s 
inexperience is clear to 
see. 

If Idris Elba and Tom 
Taylor come out of this 
with reputations intact - 
Elba in particular 
impressive as the 
weighed-down-by-his- 
past jaded Gunslinger, 
while Taylor’s Jake 
never gets the time 
afforded to his 
character’s development 
- then Matthew 
McConaughey 
disappoints with a 
pantomime turn that 
lacks menace and 
malevolence (one 
moment aside). 

He’s a cookie-cutter 
villain, and one named 
Walter to boot, 
unconvincing and 
lacking. 

The story required 
deft handling, given 
how much plot there 
was that needed to be 
set up - the universe of 
Gunslingers, people 
with the ‘shine’ and the 
importance of the Tower 
to the universe - yet it 


sees fit to simply skim 
over the main details 
through the characters’ 
various conversations. 

If you’ve read the 
books, then you may 
have a better sense of 
what’s going on, but 
those not versed in the 
ways of the The Dark 
Tower series on the page 
will be baffled and 
wishing for a little more 
story to keep you up to 
speed with what’s going 
on onscreen. 

It just smacks of 
being rushed, so we 
have an altercation 
between Jake and a 
monster made out of 
wooden floorboards (a 
guardian of a portal, we 
learn from one of 
Walter’s tossed-off 
lines) that just feels 
strange; the people 
allied to Walter who are 
wearing masks, yet we 
never find out why; the 
history of the 
Gunslingers and why 
Roland has become so 
disenfranchised - the 
film never takes the 
time to address these 
plot points in any great 
detail. 

This film was due to 
kickstart a Dark Tower 
universe, encompassing 
more films and a TV 
series, yet they have 
derailed it by failing to 
engage the casual 
viewer and introduce 
them to this world. 

Instead, you have a

SK any 
professional 
Lrestaurant 
reviewer worth 
their salt “What’s 
the first rule?” and 
they might reply:

And at the refurbished 
The Glenbrook Inn in 
Barry, my dining 
companion and I did just 
that. 

We were ushered into 
the dining room by 
friendly staff Nereesa 
and Hannah, yet we 
focused on the two-sided 
fireplace, square in the 
centre of the room. 

We immediately 
wanted comfort food, 
and imagined ourselves 
basking in the glow of 
that fire’s flickering 
radiance on a frosty 
winter’s afternoon. 
Already, we knew a 
return visit would be in 
order. 

Back to summer and 
our choices... 

The whitebait was a 
seasonal must, served 
and enjoyed with a 
fragrant lemon 
mayonnaise. My 
companion opted for 
filled potato skins served 
with an engagingly 
aromatic home-made 
tomato salsa. 

We shared the dishes,

but so bounteous was 
each plate that we were 
obliged to leave a little 
for our main courses. 

My companion 
selected a trio of faggots 
- slathered in a rich, 
glossy gravy with a jug 
of the same on the side - 
and chips rather than 
mash. 

Made by a local 
butcher, they looked and 
smelt exquisite. They 
tasted it, too. 

I picked - my taste 
buds are alive at the 
memory - slow-roasted 
pork belly on black 
pudding mash. 

The crackling 
crackled, the sweet, soft 
pork fell apart seemingly 
at the sight of my fork 
and the mash was this 
foodie’s dream. 

We could not finish 
these generous portions, 


and had little room for 
pudding. We asked for 
small, taster portions of 
the home-made fruit 
crumble and bread-and- 
butter pudding, with a 
scoop of ice cream. 

The crumble, 
particularly, was a 
revelation. Not pureed 
apple beneath pack-ice 
hard sugar, butter and 
flour, but large, gently 
stewed pieces of apple 
still al dente beneath 
dust-fine spiced crumble 
topping. Yumbles. 

A bank holiday 
approaches. Come rain, 
shine, tempest or calm, 
pop over to The 
Glenbook Inn for a feast 
this weekend and dine 
like a king or queen for 
less than £20 a person, 
not including drinks 
from an extensive range 
of wines, beers and ales.

On and off the Turf 

with BRIAN LEE 
Tale of 'Short Head Flint 9 


VALE trainer John Flint 
should be dubbed ‘Short Head 
Flint’ as whenever a horse of 
his figures in a photo-finish - 
and that seems quite often 
these days - they always seem 
to come out on top. 

At Bath recently, which is one of 
his favourite racecourses, his With 
Pleasure, just one of two four-year- 
olds in the Kingstone Press Wild 
Berry Chase Handicap Flat race over 
two miles and one furlong, and worth 
£4,528 to the winner, got home by a 
head from the joint-favourite Tyrell 
with Innoko a further head away in 
third place. 

There were 10 runners and With 
Pleasure, partnered by Daniel 
Muscutt, was returned at odds of 9-1. 

Flint, who trains on the flat and 
over-the-sticks, is a former point-to- 
point owner and trainer and he started 
out as a permit holder in 2003. 

He is assisted by his wife Marlene 
at their picturesque Cherry Tree 
Stables in the Bridgend area. Horses 
such as Fair along, Sigwells Club Boy 
and Senna Da Silva kick-started his 
training career and their success was 
due to the personal touch that he gives 
to all his horses. 

I wonder how many of my readers 
know that many, many years ago 
there used to be a racecourse in 
Bridgend? 

The earliest meeting took place in 
1838 and the final meeting on a 
Wednesday in 1860. The racecourse, 
which was shaped like a number six, 
was located two-and-a-half miles 
from Bridgend at Ogmore Downs. 

The soil was very sandy and there 
were races over six furlongs and up to 
two miles and after the inaugural two- 
day meeting, an Ordinary was served 


at The Wyndham Arms. We also 
know that on ‘ Monday 6th and 
Tuesday 7th June the Down was 
studded with shows, theatre des arts, 
roulette tables and refreshment 
booths, while a grandstand towered 
above them all .’ 

An Ordinary for 50 gentleman was 
served at the Wyndham Arms at the 
end of the first day, while the second 
day began with a Selling Stakes which 
went to Mr Potter’s Table Bay and the 
Commercial Visitors’ Plate over a 
mile-and-a-half was won by Mr 
Melverley’s Toddy. 

The patrons of the racecourse were 
Lord Adare and Sir John Nicholls and 
the principal races were the 
Glamorganshire Handicap, Revival 
Handicap and Hack & Hunters Stakes. 

If you would like to know more 
about this racecourse and some of the 
other vanished racecourses of Wales 
then get hold of a copy of John 
Slusar’s ‘Racecourses Here Today and 
Gone Tomorrow’ Volume 3 Scotland 
and Wales.

For their second successive 
weekend in the JD Welsh 
Premier League, Barry Town 
United supporters were left 
ruing a contentious late 
incident on Saturday 
afternoon, as their side were 
sunk in stoppage time by 
persistent Prestatyn Town. 

There had been little to separate

The second half however saw 
Prestatyn ramp up the pressure on the 
Barry Town goal and though 
goalkeeper Mike Lewis would deal 
magnificently with everything thrown 
at him, the challenge of taking goal- 
kicks into a severe north Walian wind 
made it difficult for Barry to create 
much from the back. 

Battling hard to compensate, 
Barry's TJ Nagi brought the visiting 
fans to their feet in the latter stages, 
taking the ball beyond Seasiders 
goalkeeper Carl Jones, before being 
forced out right. 

It was teammate Ryan Newman 
though, who had the south Walians' 
best chance to win it, last weekend's 
goalscorer perhaps over¬ 
compensating for the strong winds by 
blasting his point-blank attempt 
narrowly over the crossbar, after 
Kayne McLaggon’s initial shot had 
been saved.

After the fourth official indicated a

However, neither the possibly 
unsighted referee nor his nearest 
assistant saw fit to call a free-kick 
and the Seasiders quickly surged 
forward, long-serving midfielder 
Mike Parker ultimately finishing with 
aplomb to delight the home fans 
behind the goal. 

In light of the previous weekend’s 
controversy, an injury time defeat in 
such circumstances was the bitterest 
pill to swallow, Barry’s potential haul 
of four points reduced to just one, 
ahead of the visit of evergreen 
champions The New Saints on Friday 
(7.45pm). 

While undoubtedly disappointed 
on the occasion of his 350th game in 
charge, manager Gavin Chesterfield 
will now hope these character¬ 
building experiences prove an asset to 
his squad over the course of the 
campaign. 

Despite his side returning to south 
Wales without the point their efforts 
likely deserved, the upbeat Barry boss 
was eager to highlight a number of 
positives from their excursion north, 
in comments the following afternoon. 

Speaking to the club website, 
Chesterfield noted: “The lads have 
shown they can travel away from 
home and put in a good shift, in 
difficult circumstances and 
conditions.
